WOUND. 


T h e A c c id e n ta l S h o o tin g o l 
M rs. T o m 
W illia m s , J r . 
[Stockton Mail, July 31.«*t.J 
On Wednesday night last Dr. W ashing­ 
ton received a telephone message from 
I riion Island, slating tiiat Mrs. W illiam s, 
wife of Thomas II. \\ ¡Ilium#, Jr.,(form erly 
Susie MeMullin) had shot herself and a p ­ 
peared to be mortally “rounded. 
The physician drove immediately to the 
Kidd ranch, tiie scene o f (lie shooting, and 
found Mrs. W illiam s surrounded by her 
brothers and husband. .She was suffering 
greatly from the pain o f the wound, anil 
occasional gushes of blood c-atxe from her 
mouth. 
An examination of the wound showed 
that the ball had entered the left breast, 
and bad passed directly through the bodv, 
lodging near the surface of the baefc. 
Opiates were administered, and the leaden 
bullet was extracted with the aid ot the 
knife, 
it was found to h.ivesplit into two 
pieces by striking against the shoulder- 
blade. 
The ball passed about three inches abovo 
the heart, and narrowly missed the subclav­ 
ian artery. 
Had it severed that artery, the 
lady would have tded to deal h beforesurgieal 
aid could have been obtained. Tiie bail 
passed through the upper portion of the 
left lung. 
Bioo i from the torn veins of the 
lung collected in the lower lobe, causing 
hemorrhage from the mouth. 
Mrs. W illiam s recently arrived, in com ­ 
pany with her brothers, from a visit to San 
Francisco. 
She and her husband were in 
this city on Wednesday, and drove to their 
hom e that night. 
Tim pistol was a Smith & W esson,.52-cal­ 
iber weapon, 
it lay on a shell in one o f 
tiie rooms of Air. W illiams' residence. 
Mrs. W illiams picked it up, out of curios­ 
ity, to exam ine it. 
She held the pistol in 
her right hand, with' the muzzle pointing 
inward. The hammer was half cor.ked, 
and with her left hand she turned the cyl­ 
inder. 
An accidental pressure oti the trig­ 
ger discharged the self-cocking weapon. 
The wound is a dangerous though not 
necessarily fatal one. 
The danger lies in 
(lie fact that inflammation is liable to set 
in from the wound itself, us the muscles 
are badly torn. 
The hemorrhage of the lungs continued 
all night and until 9 o’clock yesterday- 
morning, when tiie attending physician 
left the patient. 
A telephone message 
from the island states that the hemorrhage 
continued all day yesterday and all last 
night, though the discharge was slight. 
This morning Mrs. W illiams was resting 
comfortably. 
Dr. W ashington left for the island ag3in 
this afternoon. 
A message from tiie island at 3 o'clock 
this afternoon stated that the lady war get­ 
ting along first rate.

It m u st be apparent to our contem pora­ 
ries, the Call and Appeal, that the m ore the 
m atter is considered by the p ublic tho 
clearer it is becom ing that it is the d u ly of 
the people o f th is city and o f the Sacra­ 
m ento valley to arouse the attention o f the 
Federal G overnm ent to th e 
deplorable

river degeneracy to he a public nuisance. 
Hut it m ust be borne in m ind by our co n ­ 
tem poraries that decrees o f Court are not 
general, but specific in their action. 
T h at 
is, they apply so far as execu tive force is 
concerned only to the particular case tried 
by the Court. 
There m ust he a specific de- 
• ree against each and every offender. 
Out 
of tins tact arises th e ncci --ity for activity 
—property urged by (lie Appeal 
by th e 
counties in 
pursuing legal m ethods to 
check tiifu r th e r deposition o f m in in g d e­ 
bris in the river. 
But the decisions o f the 
' 'ourts giving us relief arc n ot based upan 
Federal or Fíate statutes. 
T h ey rest upon 
priuciplcs o f law not at all dependent upon 
legislative expression. 
T here is. therefore, 
no need to call upon Congress or the Legis­ 
lature to declare that fo he a p u blic wrong 
that :s s.u-h per te. 
N evertheless, if these 
legislatures should so pronounce, such e x ­ 
pressions would 
be aids, hut w e should 
n ot 
wait 
lor 
them ; 
if w e 
do, 
the 
river 
w ill 
leave 
us. 
T h e 
Appeal, 
therefore, is not for legislation against the 
evil directly, but for governm ental declara­ 
tion and action against acts tending to de­ 
stroy a heritage of the people, w hich is a 
tru-t in the hands o f th e Federal G overn­ 
m en t it cannot neglect, nor allow to take 
iujury. w ithout a violation of its tru stee-, 
sh ip . 
W e repeat that ttie u se o f the 
rivers as sewers by private industries is 
on 
ev il 
against 
which 
the 
Federal 
departm ent having Large o f the navigable 
w aters o f the nation m ay and should e x ­ 
tend i;s arm . 
There is and can be no d is­ 
tinction bet-- Ct n the Cases o f those barring 
th e ch an n els w ith artificial deposits of 
sands, and any w ho m ight set about to sow 
th e rivers w ith torpedoes, or plant it thick 
w ith obstructions o f solid m asonry, or to 
till it w ith felled frees, or dum p into its 
ch an n els refuse from m ills.

cases th e G overnm ent would interfere.

h as don e so on num erous rivers o f the 
A tlantic seaboard ; in I he care of harbors 
on th e .G reat Lakes, and in bays and 
anchorages o f the salt-water coasts. 
Secre­ 
tary L incoln—uot Congress—ruled 
that 
there should be done upon the Sacram ento 
river n o work by th e Governm ent so long 
a? th e people o f California perm it the 
deposition o f m inin g debris in the rivers. 
B ut, as Car! Sclm rz once nut it. the naviga 


exh ib ition o f beets and pum pkins 
q u ilts and petticoats.” 
T he m aster closes h is address w ith the 
advice to the grangers to go to work w ith a

T o reduce tests o f speed to 
mere gam bling schem es is w h olly objec­ 
tionable, but to abandon them u tterly be­ 
cause they are subject to abuse is as great 
folly. 
T h e breeding o f fine horse stock 
prom ises to do for California w hat th e blue 
gras* region has done for K entucky. 
Con­ 
tests o f speed to test and develop capacities 
of anim als variously bred, as w ell ¡us con­ 
tests o f endurance und exh ib ition s o f finely 
bred anim als in com petition, are not at all 
likely to be abandoned. 
T h ey need not 
necessarily be handicapped liv gam bling 
schem es. 
W hen breeders refuse to perm it 
tlicir stock to be m ade the instrum ents for 
the use o f gam bling jockeys and their 
backers to fleece the public they w ill do the 
State a great service. 
But it is not alw ays 
possible for thc-m to do so. 
V ery m any do 
now their utm ost to prevent the people 
being sw indled upon races b y their an i­ 
m als. 
T he distinction betw een the prem i­ 
um olTered for exh ib ition o f fine stock and 
the prem ium offered fur the speediest a n i­ 
m al is not very broad. 
T his question has 
long and w ill long be debated. 
W e be­ 
lieve 
w ith 
the 
Master o f the Grange 
that the w ay to render jock eyin g gam bling 
and the m isuse o f speed contests o f least 
m om ent, is to m ake the other features of 
the fair suprem ely attractive. 
Speed e x ­ 
h ibitions and contests that are gen u in e are 
essential to the cultivation o f fine stock, in 
w h ich the State has such prom inence now, 
and w ill never be abandoned. Reform s can 
be worked against the m ethods em ployed 
by the conscienceless jock eyin g class to 
tleece the p ublic and m ake horse races 
abom inations, aud they w ill com e lu due 
tim e. 


GRANT’S AMBITION. 


As the traits o f G eneral Grant’s character 
are being m ore and m ore discovered it is 
becom ing m ore and m ore apparent that in 
ono sense he was not a m ilitary m an. T hat 
is to say, h e was a soldier from necessity, 
and not from love o f war. It is related that 
lie avoided m ilitary displays w hen upon 
lii> European tour, and on one occasion 
flatly told a host w h o had arranged a m ili­ 
tary pageant for him , 
“ I take n o pleasure 
in th ese-th in gs.” 
A t the great review o f 
the victorious arm y at W ashington Grant 
sat h is horse im passive— h is face expres­ 
sionless. 
If is certain that he endured, did 
n ot enjoy that spectacle. 
W e m ay well 
conclude, w ith C hief Justice D avis, in h is 
beautiful poem upon Grant, that w h ile he 
wrote upon h is nation's record w ith the 
sw ord's point, his grandest production was 
penned w ith th e sheath. 
In view of the 
facts and th e present conviction of th e pub­ 
lic m ind, how utterly hollow and sh am efu l 
now appears the one-tim e cry that if Grant 
were continued as President he would set up 
a m ilitary dictatorship, Catsarize the P resi­ 
dency and m ake this G overnm ent a m ili­ 
tary one—h e, o f all soldiers of whom the 
world gives us record, w h o least lo'-eil war 
and m ost deplored m artial rule.

T he hot w eather during tin- past week 
has hail the effect o f ripening fruit very- 
fast in som e districts. 
Som e varieties o f 
fruit seem to feel the influence o f the hot 
sun m ore q u ick ly than other?. 
Peaches, 
for instance, are coin in g forward in vast 
quantities, w h ile grapes anil plu m s also 
-bow the effect o f warm w eather. 
For the 
sam e reason m uch fruit i? rendered unfit 
for Eastern transportation, w h ile the risk 
o f sp oilin g in transit o f even that w hich is 
sound and good is o f cou rse,,m u ch in ­ 
creased. 
Sacram ento fruit-ahipper.?, as usual, keep 
well to the front in th e Eastern business, 
and w h ile the local supply of som e k in ds 
is about exiiausted. the enterprise ot our 
dealers is sufficient to ?end them to other 
and later districts—the foothills and t-Ise- 
w here—w hence the supply can be obtained 
and shipm ents kept up. 
O ne o f our heav­ 
iest fruit house.?—aud th is is on ly an in ­ 
stance o f what all are d oing—had the past 
w eek a force o f m en packing fruit in each 
o f the fruit districts o f Placer and E l Do­ 
rado counties. San Jose and V acaville, us 
w ell as at several points on t lie Sacram ento 
river and along tlie route o f the Placerville 
anil Sacram ento R ailroad line. 
T h e cen­ 
trality o f Sacram ento m akes it possible for 
the shipper to successfully draw his sup­ 
plies from all these sources, and m any m ore. 
Shippers claim that during the past week 
they have m et a com petition in th e Eastern 
m arkets from tw o sources that previously 
hud not been encountered, nam ely: Ship­ 
m ents from Los A ngeles and Oregon.

Stephens, of M ayiicw, states that there in s j 
already been about forty tons o f green fruit 
dried on h is place this season. 
T he varieties o f fruit n ow being bandied 
m ost en len sively are pears, peaches, plum s, 
and grai»es. 
Som e extra fine nectarines 
grown by Frank L ow ell w ere brought to 
m arket lust week and were shipped East. 
T h is is a very fine fruit, and should be 
m ore generally grow n.

A s fir the unconstiU itionulitv of 
the A it. 1 w ould like the Chronicle to nam e 
a sin gle law yer in the State, or, for that 
m atter, a sin gle new spaper writer, w ho ex- 
presscd in public any iloubt w hatever of 
the validity o f that statute until the m eet­ 
ing o f the next Legislature, at w hich tim e 
strenuous efforts were m ade for its repeal.
